Cannon Crackers and Eggs. : 
Word was passed all along the line, and

On the return the parade wheeled into 
John lane and the students made a rush to 
head off the procession. The cowboys and 
Indians charged the students and used their 
whips freely. Stung by the whips and 
bruised by the riders running into them, the 
students became ugly, and the missiles that 
were annoying but not dangerous were re- 
placed by stones. 

Cowboys Charge on Students. 

Revolvers were drawn, but. fortunately the 
owners were wise enough to fire over the 
heads of the enemy. Some of the Mexican 
or South American cowboys unslung their 
bolas and used the leaden covered ends with 
great effect. The cowboys charged the 
crowd several times and rode down those 
who could not get out of the way. 

Edward Dillon, .a colored man, was 
knocked down and was kicked in the head 
by‘a pony and his skull fractured. A student 
was injured by a pony trampling upon him. 
Another was wounded by a bola and another 
was struck by an Indian with one of the 
snake whips.

SARCEY, FRENCH CRITIC, DEAD. 


One of the Oldest and Most Influential 
Dramatic Writers Dies in 
Paris. 


Paris, May 18.—Franeisque Sarcey, the 
famous drama tio critic, died today in his 


Francisque Sarcey, who was born at Dour- 
dan Oct. 8, 1828, was educated at the normal 
school, where he was admitted in 1848, the 
fifth in his line gf promotion, of which M. 
Taine was first. For some years after his 
graduation he followed the profession of 
schoolmaster, but ultimately turned to lit- 
erature in Paris, first writing for the Figaro 
and then for the Revue Europeenne. In 1867 
he accepted the post of dramatic critic on the 
staff of the Temps, with which newspaper 
his reputaion is most closely associated. 
In that capacity he wielded to the end a 
wide influente over the French theaters and 
the theater-going public of France. 

He contributed also prolifically to the Dix- 
Nuevieme Siécle, and published several 
books, among them “ History of the Siege 
of Paris,“ a lively and graphic account writ- 
ten from a personal diary: Le Heuoyeau 
Siegneur de Village,” “Le Mot et la 
Chose,“ Le Piano de Jeanne, ‘‘ Comediens 
et Comediennes,” and Souvenirs du Jou- 
not.“ |

The Tarnassi incident, painful as it is, 
is only one illustration of the truth that 
Baron de Staal is the despot of the occa-

sibly the host of all the nations, defers to 
the Czar’s report in everything. 

The American and English delegates, with 
their altruistic ideals and their pet project 
of international arbitration, will find them- 
selves hedged about with a web of secrecy, 
formalitf, and intrigue. 

Americans to Seek Wider Scope. 

When the conference begins on Thursday 
they will probably exert their united in- 
fluence for a more liberal scope of delibera- 
tion, for hitherto the Russians have ar- 
ranged that this parliament of Christen- 
dom shall refuse to receive petitions and ad- 
dresses, and shall deliberate in absolute 
secrecy. : 

The American delegates will arrive to- 
morrow. Seth Low is expected.to take a 
leading part in the arbitration discussion, 
and to represent America on the commit- 
tee to which the question is likely to be re- 
ferred. Secretary Hollis has been in Ber- 
lin for several days, imparting President 
McKinley’s instructions to Ambassador 
White, the diplomatic leader of the delega- 
tion.

The Czar’s 
representative has caused it to be invested 
with soldiers and every avenue of approach 
is cut off by armed men arrayed in all the 
panoply of war. 


Honors Dutch Foreign Minister.

All intelligent men recognize that interna- 
tional differences should be settled upon an 
intellectual basis, whenever possible. 

“While I cannot anticipate the work of 
the delegates, and while it would ill become 
me to offer suggestions to such a dis- 
tinguished intellectual body, I am free to 
say there is no other work so well calculat- 
ed to bring happiness to all nations as that 
with which they are confronted. 

„»The piling up of huge armies is the bane 
of Europe. Most countries have reached 
the straining point in this respect, and un- 
less a remedy be applied speedily, irre- 
trievable ruin stares them in the face. Civ- 
ilization and Christianity are concurrent 
forces which could and should be made to 
stop the spectacle of nations arming them- 
selves to the teeth for the purpose of de- 
stroying one another, 


War Often Is Lawful. 

„Mind, I am not an advocate of peace at 
any price. There are times when war is un- 
avoidable. Occasions may even arise when 
a war is as lawful, as righteous, as holy, as 
any of the wars of the crusades. When I 
was in Rome I found everybody in favor 
of peace.“ 

Archbishop Shocks Aristocrats. 

The Archbishop has administered quite a 
shock to the “ancient regime.“ All the 
Faubourg St. Germain is a-flutter over his 
sermon today in Ste.

They were taught a new 
meaning for the cherished motto, Noblesse 
oblige ’’—that nobility nowadays entails the 
obligation of recognizing the rights of the 
proletariat and uplifting the masses.

America was held up to them as a glori- 
ous example for all nations. The genius of 
American institutions was unfolded to them 
in sentences of great power and inspiration. 
Human freedom, human botherhood—these 
were the keynotes of an impassioned dis- 
course.

Poetry has always played about certain 
items of “home industry having to do 
with the making of clothing, whether the 
case be that of Helen’s “silver basket 
. . . filled with dressed 7 and 
across it . . . @ distaff charged with 
wool of violet blue,“ or of Priscilla at the 
wheel, or of the “ gray cloth ” produced 80 
late as a generation ago by the disappear: 
ing hand looms in a few New England farm 
or village houses, 
These | interesting and often beautiful in- 
stances. of handiwork carried on at home 
have now been entirely displaced by fac- 
tory production. With that change has 
come another line of home industry which 
lacks all the originality and freedom as 
well as the airiness of the displaced lines 


and is characterized by monotony, seve! ty. 
and unwholesomeness, 
The manufacture of clothing is dis- 


tinctively the 
all other main lines of manufacture have 


been organized under factory conditions, 
and usually with the use of mechanical 
power, our clothing is chiefly made up either 
in sweatshops or in the living-rooms of poor 
families. Thus the physical item in our 
lives which, next to our food, has the most 
immediate relation to ue—namely: gar- 
ments we wear—instead of responding to 
pleasant sentiments, bespeaks hygienic 
danger, underpaid: labor, and anne in 
the lives of its producers. 
As told in Tun Sunpar Tus NB, the. 
ready-made clothing of today, instead of 
being made up in properly organized and 
wholesome factories, equipped with power 
and easily subject to inspection, is, after it 


lea ves the cutter, turned over in batches by 


the wholesalers to “ contractors.” These 
contractors have in tenement cta 
rooms where their employés do the machine 
sewing and perhaps some of the hand sew- 
ing, the machines being operated by foot 
power. These rooms, frequently over-

work, not requiring machines, is given to 
“home finishers,” who, in the person of

stands factory organization is because the 
present system avoids largely the of 
rent and altogether that of power. ö 
The two objections to the system are its 
sanitary dangers to purchagers andjits de- 
moralization of the workers. The condi- 
tions under which the work is done are pe- 
culiarly unwholesome, and, while the sani- 
tary evils can be mitigated, they cannot be 
effectively dealt with by inspection. The 
wages paid are pitiably low and the work 
needlessly spasmddic, The hardships of 
the workers are due to their inability to act 
in concert and are inherent in their isolated 
situation, Strikes in the garment-making 
trades have been at best but short-lived 
_ Anti-sweatshop legislation, though re- 
sorted to in various States during the last 
‘dozen years, has had little effect beyond 
modifying some of the details of the bus 
ness or driving it across State borders.

“Ken of Kipling,” it does not profess to 
be authorized by Kipling. It is a sketch 
of the author supplemented by a collection 
of newspaper anecdotes, written by a

good taste to print such a book without 
consultation with the subject of it, but it 
is difficult to see what Mr. Kipling has to

Clearances of Wheat Are Small, 


The clearances, however, were only 267,000 
bu, with the export demand not in evidence. 
Kansas City reported a round lot of wheat 
worked for shipment from there, but the 
cash demand here was considered indifferent 
by most of the cash grain brokers. The 
Northwest had 342 cars, against 319 a week 
ago and 812 a year ago. Local receipts were 
only 71 cars, against 368 a year ago. The 
early reports from Buffalo made the prospect 
excellent for a settlement of the strike, but 
the later advices were decidedly discouraging 
and told of an extension of the difficulties 
to other classes of labor than those at first 
involved. The situation in Wall street was 
better than anticipated.

the Compagnie Generale Transatlantique, 
owners of, thé sunken steamer La Bour- 
gogne, was dismissed in the United States 
District Court yesterday by Judge Kohl- 
saat, who stistained the defendant’s excep- 
tion upon demurrer. Inasmuch as this suit 
was a test case for the six other suits in. 
admiralty which have been filed against 
the owners of the steamer which sank last 
summer, the order applies to the other libels. 
The court explained that he entered the 
order so that the litigants could take their 
‘cases at once to the higher courts, where 
they would have to go after much litiga- 
tion in the lower courts. The wreck in 
which so many lives were lost occurred near 


Sable Island. Judge Kohlsaat held that the 


admiralty covrts of this country cannot 
take cognizance of a suit to recover dam- 
ages for the deaths of human beings on the 
high seas caused by negligence in the ab- 
sence of an act of Congress or the law of 
a State giving the right of action therefor. 
The Baron and Baroness de Bara pleaded 
not guilty in each of the eleven indictments 
against them, and the Baroness’ ball was 
raised to $500 in each of the charges against 


her. The Baron's bail is $11,000. The trial 


was set for June 1.

CAPT. HAGONEY’S STORY. 


MASTER oF LOST SCHOONER NELSON 
TALKS OF HIS * 


Ship’s Tawil, 
Child, and Five ofy the Crew, 
Dragged Down by the Sinking Ves- 
bel — Sole Survivor Clings to 


Wreckage of Cabin and Is Tossed 


About by Wind and 9 
Ashore at Deer Fark. 


Deer Park, Mich., May 1 
Captain Andrew Hagoney, master and sole 
survivor of the wreck of the schooner Nel- 
son off Grand Marais Saturday afternoon, 
and who was washed ashore near this place 
on the detached cabin of his vessel, has* 
given an account of the disaster, in which 
his wife and 2-year-old child and five sall- 
ors lost their lives. The members of the 
crew were: 


CODDRELJ, RICHARD, sailor; lived in Mount 


Clemens 
FLYNN, sailor; Lived in Oswego, N.Y. 
HANSON, FRED, sallor, lived in Toledo, O. 
SCANTLAN, WILLIAM, mate; lived in Toledo, O. 
SHOUL, G., sailor; home unknown. 


Sinking of the Nelson. 

Captain Hagoney’s story follows: 
“We left the Soo at 12 noon on Friday 
bound for Hancock, coal laden, in tow of 
the steamer Folsom. After turning fifty 


miles from White Fish Point we encoun- | 


tered a heavy northwester. We proceeded 
on our way, but the steamer soon found it 
could make no headway. After holding on 
to us until about 2:30 p. m. on Saturday 
the steamer rounded about to run back 
to the Soo. After a good deal of maneuver- 
ing the steamer headed down the lake. In 
turning, the Nelson was struck by a heavy 
sea and commenced to settle forward. 

“I thought by cutting the tow line it 

would steady up, but found it would not. 
and, as I was certain of the fact that it 
was sinking, I headed it for shore with the 
intention of beaching it. It continued to 
settle rapidly and I made preparations to 
abandon it. After getting the crew, my 
wife, and child in the yawl I gave them 
orders to cut away when all was ready, 
and I attempted to jump in the yawl, but 
m it and went into the lake. 

Life-Laden Yawl Goes Down. 

** When I came up the barge and yawl had 
disappeared. 

Only a small amount of wreckage was 
floating about. I came up near part of the 
cabin, and clung to it, and every minute or 
two I caught sight of one of the crew. I 
called to him to try and reach thé wreck- 
age that I was clinging to, and tried to se- 
cure a better hold. When I again looked 
that way he screamed and disappeared. 
Gradually I drifted away from the spot 
where the bargé went down. I found I 
could not keep in an erect position, as every 
heavy sea that struck me almost threw me 
from the wreck. After drifting all after- 
noon, with no hopes of help, I was almost 
in despair. 

After darkness came on I saw a light, 
and, supposing it was a vessel going by, 
made a desperate attempt to attract atten- 
tion, but without avail. 

Cast Up by the Sea. 

“About 2 o’clock in the morning the wreck- 
age I was ¢linging to drifted towards the 
shore, and a short time afterwards was in 
the surf, and being carried backwards and 
forwards. I was so weak I could scarcely 
hang on. A high wave, apparently with a 
good deal more force than the others, forced 
this wreckage on the beach. I got on my 
feet, but my limbs were so numbed I could 
scarcely stand. After several attempts I 
managed to crawl! up the sandy bank, and 
was then safe from the water, but where I 


| was I did not know. 


“I thought. perhaps I would nnd some 
farmhouse farther back from the beach 
or find some fishermen: After wandering 
around fer some time I finally concluded to 
return to the beach. By that time I was so 
weak and numb from cold I could scarcely 
stand. In the dazed condition I was in I 
imagined I could see a light ahead of me, 


but after a time found the daylight breaking 
over the treetops. 


I crawled among the 
brush, intending to rest there, but became 
afraid that n my weak condition if I 
remained-there I might not be able to pro- 
ceed again, and if by chance any one came 


that way I would not be seen. 


Finds Life-Saving Station. 

“So, traveling along the best I could, I 
came to some telephone poles and wire, and 
concluded to follow that. After walking 
perhaps two hours, -which seemed to me. 
like a whole day, I came in sight of a build- 
ing, and after some time found out it was 
a lifesaving station. 1 then came to the 
conclusion, that the ‘light I had seen the 
night before was the one carried by the pa- 
trol on the beach. 

“I reached the station almost exhausted. 
Captain. McGaw and his men rendered every 
assistance in their power, and furnished 
me with dry clothing, 1 found my limbs 
were badly bruised and swollen. 

It is my opinion that in the excitement
